The following article from the 
Guide explains the recent disturb- 
anee in this town: 

At the instigation of W. » J. 
Kirby, the éditor of the Guide 
appeared 6n Sattitday last before 
Justices Ruttér and Taylor upon 
three’ separate” charges of ob- 
structing an officer “and one 
charge of pointing a firearm at 
Mr. Kirby. The latter charge 
was dismissed, and the editor 
was found guilty in each of the 
three. other ¢harges and for 
which he was fined the sum_ of 
$1 and the costs of the court, 
amounting in all to $16:50. On 
January 17th, W. J. Kirby pre- 
sented a distress warrant issued 
by the landlord, Wm. Pearce, of 


Calgary. The warrant called for 
$162.50. The editor at once in- 
formed Mr. Kirby that the 
amount was incorrect, and upon 
referring to his ledger informed 
the bailiff that the. actual 
amount owing was $103.40, for 


which payment was offered. The 
hailiff stated emphatically that 
he would not accept any sum 
other than the amount hist papers 
called for, whereupon the editor 
called upon the bailiff in his ca- 
pacity as postmaster and pur- 
chased from him two money ord- 
ers aggregating $103.40, payable 
to Wm. Pearce, the landlord. 
These orders were €nclosed in an 
envelope in Mr. Kirby’s presence 
and registered to Mr. Pearce on 
Monday, 19th inst. Notwith- 
standing Mr. Kirby’s knowledge 
of this, he called at the Guide 
office, accompanied by Leslie A. 
Wade, on Saturday, 24th inst., 
presumably to conduct the — sale. 
He was not granted ‘admittance. 
He went away and returned in 
about half an hour armed with 
an axe. With revolver in hand, 
the editor warned him not to 
strike the door. For the second 
time the postmaster-bailiff retir- 
ed. Quickly following the editor 
‘was placed under arrest for ob- 
structing a peace (?) officer. Mr. 
Kirby was cowardly enough to 
take advantage of this and rush 
to the Guide office during — the 
short absence of the editor. When 
he approached the door for the 
third time he was warned by 
Mrs. Skinner -not to strike the 


ner, and knowing that Mrs. Skin- 
ner would go to the back door, 
he returned almost immediately, 
smashed the door in with anuxe 
and then made a get-away as 
quickly as possible. He proceed- 
ed to get out a warrant for Mrs. 
Skinner’s arrest, but received a 
strong intimation from some of 
the citizens that if such a move 
was made he would be dealt with 
in a manner becoming the offence, 
and that without delay. The ar- 
(rest was not made. The editor’s 
case came up for hearing on Sat

British Board of Trade returns 
show that 388,813 British sub- 
jects emigrated from the United 
Kingdom during 1913, of whom 
284,663 went to other parts of 
the empire, and 104,150 to for- 
eign countries. Canada. absorbed 
the greatest proportion of emi- 
grants, 190,903; Australia anoth- 
er 56,799; New Zealand, 14,244; 
British South Africa, 10,919. Of 
the hundred thousand lost to the 
empire the United States secured 
94,760. 

No comparison is possible be- 
tween 1913 and 1912, as the ne- 
cessary particulars were not ob- 
tained. prior to April of the lat- 


ration for December, however, 
,916, shows a considerable de- 
crease compared with the 4,125 
emigrants during 1912. 


Emigrants to the United King- 


dom — persons arriving from 


places out of Europe to take up 


a permanent residence here, tota 


led 90,736, of whom 86,758 


were British subjects. Other parts 


of the empire contributed 61,599 
—26,401 from Canada, 12,290 
from Australia, and 10,504 from 
South Africa--and 25,159 came 
from foreign countries, principal- 
ly the United States. 

Until within the past few years 
hat was officially known as_ the 
emigration season extended over 
probably no more than six 
months in each year. But the 
educational campaign pursued by 
the Canadian government has so 
developed the enquiring mind in 
this country that the emigration 
offices in London and in the prov- 
inces are kept busy month by 
month all the year round.
